Their sk ill in handling the 
sk ees and their k nowledge of the 
mountains enable them to do almost 
incredible things. 
Few crevices are 
two wide for them to jump, and a 
drop of ten to fifteen feet excites 
little more concern from them than 
if they had already reached the val­ 
ley . 
The 
architecture 
of the 
Swiss 
country houses and Mountain Inns is 
another unfailing interest. 
The first 
or ground floor is as a rule built of 
irregular stones, colored brick 
or 
beams and plaster. The second, or 
half story as it may be, is of frame, 
generally unpainted, and 
just 
out 
over the lower walls forming a place 
of shelter beneath. 
Under this pro­ 
jection the winter wood 
is neatly 
corded between the doors and win­ 
dow’s. 
The roof, of red tile or split 
clapboards, prolonged into drooping 
eves of surprising width, which forms 
y et a second shelter to the ground 
beneath. Not unfrequently a narrow’ 
balcony or balustrade ex tends along 
the sides of the house a few feet be­ 
low’ the eves. 
To this railing fresh 
game is hung to freeze. 
I have seen 
many rows of rabbits, birds and 
hides hanging in this manner.* The 
window sash, shutters and doors are 
invariably 
painted 
a light 
green, 
which tak en with the frequent color­ 
ed brick , the red roofs, the general 
appearance of warmth and w’eleome 
caused by the overshadowing stories, 
give the home of the Mountaineer a 
setting at once cheerful and pictur­ 
esque. 
It often happens 
that 
the 
stables are in immediate connection 
with the houses. This adds decidedly 
to the novelty of the situation, and is 
in fact pleasing, unless perchance 
one was stay ing in the room adjoin­ 
ing the stable. 
Goats and large St. Bernard dogs 
are very common. 
The 
goats 
are 
used for their meat and their milk . 
While the big wooly , good natured 
dogs, harnessed ft) small wagons or 
sleds, pull the milk to the Villages. 
A few day s ago while on a short 
trip in the mountains, I stay ed at one 
of these characteristic Inns for the 
night. 
Dry bread, goats milk and 
cheese was served 
for 
break fast. 
The guide ask ed if_we would not have 
something more. 
The lady told him 
in a half French, half German tongue 
spok en in that section that we might 
find a trout or so in the pool in front 
of the house.

dug out in the mountain stream and 
screened below, that the fish, having 
entered from the waters above, could 
not get out, we found a small dip net.

Indianapolis, Feb. 13.—The first Sat­ 
urday session was held by the house 
today . 
The senate was idle and will 
not meet until Monday afternoon. 
Speak er Honan has issued another 
sharp warning that he will bar every ­ 
one from the floor of the house ex cept 
members and employ es unless the lob­ 
by ists and visitors cease molesting the 
legislators. 
The house floor has been 
overrun with visitors during the last 
week , so that the members could not 
hear what was going on. 
In the house nearly three score of 
new bills have been introduced. 
A 
total of 48 1 bills have been presented 
to the house. An effort was made y es­ 
terday to adjourn the house until Mon­ 
day , but Speak er Honan objected, so 
vigorously that it was decided that a 
session should be held today . 
The 
house is far behind in its work . 
Representative Hewig of Evansville 
has introduced a referendum bill to 
provide that a franchise granted by a 
city council shall not tak e effect until 
the people have had a chance to vote 
on it. 
Representative Bassett offered 
a bill to create four colored companies 
for the Indiana national guard. 


✓ 
A Pros e c utor’s Bill. 
Representative Brolley , by request, 
introduced a bill to repeal the indeter­ 
minate sentence law. 
He said that it 
was prepared by a prosecuting attor­ 
ney . 
Secretary Butler of the board of 
state charities said that some prosecu 
tors object to the law, but he predicted 
that the bill will be k illed, as the law 
has given general satisfaction. 
Representative Chrisney introduced 
a bill to prohibit the sale of liquor 
within a quarter of a mile of the grave 
of Nancy Hank s Lincoln in Spencer 
county . 
Senator Pearson offered 
a 
novel bill providing for a closed season 
from January to July for gathering 
mussel shells. 
The Moore bill for the reopening ol 
schoolhouses that were closed under 
the consolidation act of 1907 passed 
the senate with little opposition. 
The 
bill was amended to provide that no 
child shall be carried a greater dis­ 
tance than five miles each way to and 
from school in a school hack . Senator 
Bowser offered an amendment to pro­ 
vide that the minimum distance be 
four miles, but a compromise was 
agreed upon, the original bill having 
provided that the minimum distance 
be twelve mites. The bill requires the 
hack s to be sanitary . 


Roa d La w Is Ame nde d. 
The Mattingly amendment to the 
three-mile road law, changing provi­ 
sion of law by which ordering of a 
road was mandatory on county com 
missioners, passed by a vote of 31 tc 
10. 
It was saved from defeat by a 
speech 
in 
its 
behalf 
by 
Senatoi 
Strange, who referred to the present 
law as “obnox ious,” 
declaring thal 
every farm er in the state is in favor ol 
the amendment. There were almost 
a 
sufficient number of votes against the 
bill tc defeat it when Senator Strange’s 
name was reached, and after his refer­ 
ence to the present law the others 
voted in its favor. When the call was 
completed a number of those who had 
voted 
against its 
passage changed 
their votes. 
As the bill now stands it will be nee 
essary to have a greater number ol 
rem onstrators against the construction 
of the road than the number of peti­ 
tioners who favor it, this amendmeni 
having been adopted two week s ago. 
Senator Harlan offered another amend 
ment which requires that only gravel 
crushed stone or macadam shall be 
used 
in 
road 
improvement. 
His 
amendment was adopted. 


Va rious Bills Pa s s e d. 
Senator Pearson’s bill which author 
izes members of the general assembly 
to perform the duties of notaries pub 
lie was passed, 31 to 9. 
The bill fixing penalties for tres 
passers while hunting or fishing, alsc 
by Senator Pearson, was passed. 
The 
provisions of the bill are such that il 
a person is found with hunting para 
phem alia on private property withoul 
permission, it is prlma facie evidence 
that he is hunting. 
Senator Powers’s bill for the protec 
tioo of fur-bearing animals was alsr 
passed. The bill is designed to protect 
those animals whose fur is more val 
uable in the winter than in the sum 
mer months. 
The fish bill of Representative Hill 
of Bartholomew county was made a 
special order of business for Tuesdaj 
at I p. m. 
Representative C arter’s bill provid 
ing that bank s may deposit city , town 
ship and county bonds with the stat* 
as security for state funds has beet 
made a special order for Tuesday ai 
10 a . m. 


New York , Feb. 13.—An auction oi 
white men on Lincoln’s birthday was 
the spectacle that drew thousands of 
persons to the Park side Presby terian 
church in Flatbush last night. 
The 
auction was in reality an object lesson 
of the conditions prevailing among 
work ing people and served to get jobs 
for a number of men. 
The church was crowded when Rev. 
John E. Long began an address in 
which he outlined the pitiable condi­ 
tion of many a man who was willing 
to w’ork but unable to secure a posi­ 
tion. 
Outside the church a crowd of 
3,000 persons clamored and struggled 
to get into the already crowded house 
of worship. Rev. Long introduced Ed 
ward T. O’Loughlin, w’ho w’as to con 
duct the auction. 
O’Loughlin outlined 
his plan to which the men he would 
present had agreed. This was to offer 
them, as it were, on the block , to the 
person who would give them a job 
through which they could earn sub­ 
sistence and a few dollars beside if 
possible. 
The money end, however, 
was an after-consideration, as the men 
who had ome to him wanted food and 
shelter principally . 
Mr. O’Loughlin then led onto the 
platform fifty men, y oung and old, all 
more or less shabbily garbed and dis­ 
play ing in their way s the pinch of 
want. 
All of the men wore black 
mask s so as to conceal their identity 
to all but purchasers. 
Each man was 
numbered, ,and so they were put on 
the block . 
No. 10 was the first man 
presented. 
He wras described as an 
iron work er and molder, long out oi 
work and in want, and willing to work 
at any thing. 
Several men in the audience walk ed 
to the platform and, as in slavery day s, 
critically survey ed the subject. 
One 
man went so far as to feel of the 
man’s limbs and muscles. It was final­ 
ly announced that the man had been 
“sold”' to W. F. Copeland, who would 
give him employ ment in an industrial 
association in New York . 
The terms 
were not announced. 
No. 21 was then put up. He was de­ 
scribed as a man who had tak en part 
in the Boer war and who had seen 
service in the United States army in 
the Philippines. He was an electrician 
by trade. 
No. 21 went to a Flatbush 
family , the name of which wras with­ 
held by request. 
It was announced 
that the family would give him $35 a 
month and board. 
No. 22, a painter, went to a Newark , 
N. J., man who promised him $10 a 
week , while No. 14, a gray -haired man, 
was tak en away by a y oung man who 
said he would give him a home and 
work at once. 
Thus six men in all 
were disposed of when, as the hour 
was wax ing late, the spectators, many 
of whom k eenly felt the scenes they 
had witnessed, formed themselves into 
a committee, took charge of the re­ 
maining forty -four men and promised 
to find homes and jobs for them.

FREDERICK DOUGLASS

Centenary of “The Noblest Slave 
That Ever God Set Free ” 


Frederick Douglass, “the noblest 
slave that ever God set free,” and 
perhaps the greatest statesm an and 
diplomat the negro race has ever pro­ 
duced, was born in Tuckahoe, Md., 
ninety-two 
years 
ago. 
The exact 
date of his birth is unknown, but it is 
generally supposed to have been Feb­ 
ruary 13 or 14, 1817. 
In all the 
negro churches of the land special 
Douglass memorial services will be 
held tomorrow, and funds collected 
tor the purpose of buying the home 
of 
Douglass 
at 
A nacusia, I). C. 
Booker Washington is a leader iii the 
movement for a permanent Douglass 
museum, as a legacy to the negro 
people of America, and to accom­ 
plish this 
purpose 
tin* 
Frederick 
Douglass 
Memorial and 
Historical 
Association was ineoi ported by act 
of Congress. 
Douglass was a son of a white 
man and a mulatto slave. 
Despite 
the adverse conditions imposed by 
slavery, he learned to read and write 
at an early age, and soon developed 
great natural talents as an orator. 
At the age of lo he was purchased 
by a ship-builder of Baltimore, but 
his liberty-loving spirit revolted at 
slavery and he determined to escape 
from the bondage imposed upon him. 
In 1838, at the age of 21, he fled from 
Maryland, and 
managed to 
reach 
M assachusetts, where he located in 
New Bedford. 
Here he speedily at- 


fore appealed to a lot of people.

Returning to America in 1847, he 
settled in Rochester, N. Y., and be­ 
gan the publication of an anti-slav­ 
ery paper called the North Star. The 
name was later changed to Frederick 
Douglass’ Paper, and the publication 
was continued successfully for six­ 
teen years. 
In 1859 Douglass was accused of 
complicity in John B row n’s raid, and 
fled as a fugitive to England. 
When 
the ( ivil war broke out he returned 
and raised two regiments of negro 
troops in M assachusetts. 
The war 
over and slavery a thing of the past, 
he began the publication of a news­ 
paper iii the national capital. 
Iii his later years 
honors 
were 
showered upon him and he received 
many posts of honor from Presidents 
Grant, Hayes, Garfield and Harrison. 
He died in Washington, February 20 
1895.

Will Wo rk In Co -o peratio n With Bu­ 
reau o f Co rpo ratio ns and Interstate 
Co mmerce 
Co mmissio n — President 
Elect’s Purpo se to Av o id Ov erlap­ 
ping and Duplicatio n o f Wo rk. 


From Mr. T aft's friends it is learned 
th at he is working out the details of a 
plan designed to increase the efficiency 
of government regulation of corpora- 
ti<*ns doing an interstate business. Mr. 
Taft declines to discuss the plan for 
publication, 
but persons who have 
talked with him say that it will fol­ 
low the lines suggested by him in his 
campaign speeches and will have as 
Its chief object the quick enforcement 
of laws already on the-statute books. 
Mr. T aft’s friends say that the pro­ 
posed plan will need legislation from 
congress decreasing the powers of the 
interstate commerce commission, great­ 
ly increasing the powers of the bureau 
of corporations in the departm ent of 
labor and commerce and creating a 
practically new bureau in the depart­ 
ment of justice. 
The general outline of the plan is 
described as follows: 
The interstate 
commerce commission Is to be relieved 
of its duties as an investigating body, 
it Is to be a commission ex ercising 
only quasi-judicial functions. 
The ju­ 
risdiction of the bureau of corporations, 
on the other hand, is to be ex tended 
over all corporations doing an inter­ 
state business. 
It will be charged 
with the detailed work of investigating 
and preparing cases. 
This bureau, acting upon individual 
complaints or upon its own initiative, 
will lay the results of its investigations 
before the interstate commerce com­ 
mission for decision. It will originate 
all cases. 
The new bureau in the de­ 
partm ent of justice will work in co­ 
operation with the bureau of corpora­ 
tions and the interstate commerce com 
mission when legal aid is necessary. 
Mr. T aft’s friends say that the pro* 
posed plan does not contemplate the 
licensing of corporations, but that un­ 
der it corporations will probably be 
obliged to submit to closer scrutiny by 
the bureau of corporations. 
It Is plain that Mr. T aft’s purpose is 
to avoid the overlapping and duplica­ 
tion of work which has been com­ 
plained of under the present system. 
The plan also is In direct line with 
Mr. T aft’s frequently ex pressed urish 
to do everything in his power to ex ­ 
pedite the adm inistration of justice in 
this country. In his speech of accept­ 
ance last July 
Mr. Taft indicated 
plainly enough that he regarded the 
Interstate co .omerce commission as an 
overworked i*ody. 
Under a plan such as Mr. T aft’s 
friends suggest the departm ent of com­ 
merce and labor, containing the bureau 
of corporations, will become a cabinet 
post of the first importance. It is said 
that Mr. Taft is fully alive to this fact 
and that he is devoting a great deal 
of attention to the selection of a man 
for that portfolio. 
Federal officers at W ashington are 
greatly interested in plans attributed 
lo Judge T aft evolving a comprehen­ 
sive plan fur the regulation of inter­ 
state corporations that he will ask 
congress to put into the form of law. 
Complaint has been made that the 
present system of dealing witli the cor­ 
porations subject to regulatory laws is 
uuwicldly, resulting in an overlapping 
of work that has frequently tended to 
confusion and in some instances to de­ 
lay in the prosecution 
cases insti­ 
tuted by one or the other of the three 
branches of the government which had 
jurisdiction. 
While officials at W ash­ 
ington are divided on this point, the 
viewr held by many Is that the recent 
decision of the United States supreme 
court in the Ilarrim an case further 
complicates the situation. 
Some ex press the belief that the de­ 
cision will prove farreaching in its 
effects; that it not only seriously cur­ 
tails the power of the interstate com­ 
merce commission to make inquiries 
such as were made in the case of the 
Ilarrim an lines, but that it places a 
limitation on the power of the commis­ 
sioner a t corporations in his relations 
with industrial corporations.
